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Tue Cuthbert Appeal says: “If peop e, 
complain of ring rule they have only themselves 
to blame.

Yesrerpiy the people of Indiana 
elected township officers and voted upon 
seven proposed amendments to the con- 
stitution of the state. Thé only amen«- 
ments of general interest are those pro- 
viding for a registry law and for a change 
in the day of election from October to 
November. On the same day th? people 
of Michigan ‘ voted upon two constitu- 
tional amendments, one of which in- 
cre1ises the salary of the governor from 
$1,000 a year to $5,000. Connecticut 
held her township elections yesterday. 
To-morrow Rhode Island elects state of- 
ficera and a legislature. The new legis- 

_ lature will elect a senator—Burnside’s 
successor. A constitutional amendment 
is also pendingin this state abolishing 
the payment of a registry tax and the 
performanceof military duty as qualifica- 
tions of an elector. For state officers 
there are four tickets in the field—demo- 
crat, republican, greenback and prohibi- 
tion. Horace M. Kimball and Alfred H. 
Littlefield. are, respectively, emocratic 
and republican gubernatorial candidates. 
At last spring's election, Charles C. Van 
Zvndt, republican and prohibition candi- 
date for governor, received 9,717 vutes; 
Thomas W. Segar, democrat, 5,508; and 
Samuel Hill, greenbacker, 318. The 
present state legislature has a republican 
majority of 57 on joint ballot. 


Tue race of the republican aspirants 
is by no means as one-sided as some may 
think it is. The actual preferences, aside 
from the doubtful workings of the unit 
rule, of the delegates-elected are said to 
stand as follows:

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The Smothering Committee. 

We print elsewhere a letter from Dr. 
Felton giving details of the action of the 
ways and means committee on certain 
measures Of tariff reform which we have 
alrealy printed in one shape and anoth- 
er. His remarks upon Mr. Townshend’s 
method of bringing the question of tariff 
reform prominently to the attention of 
the house, recall this important fact 
which Dr. Felton does not deem worthy 
of mention, to-wit: that previous to the 
maneuver which carried a tariff bill to 
the: committee on revision of the laws, 
the ways and means committee had de- 
cided to report no bill looking to tariff 
reform at this session. This action was 
formally announced to the country, and 
it was for this reason the committee was 
called the smothering committee. Itnot 
only resolved not to report favorabl y on 
tariff reform bills, but refused to report 
them adversely, thus smothering the 
bills as well as all discussion in the 
house. Dr. Felton knows whether this 
action was taken. It was so announced 
in the newspapers and so understood in 
congress, and Mr. Townshend’s maneuver 
was the direct result of that announce- 
ment. The temper of the discussion 
which that maneuver precipitated was 
such as to show the committee that its 
policy was a mistaken one, and now, un- 
der a pretense of favoring tariff reform, 
that body has conciuded to report cer- 
tain bills. The details which Dr. Felton 
is careful to give in his letter show that 
it is the intention of the committee to so 
overload special measures with various 
items as to invite the antagonism of every 
protective interest in ‘the house, and so’ 
defeat, if possible, the whole. 

With respect to steel rails, it is only 
necessary to say that Dr. Felton takes an 
exceedingly narrow view of the matter. 
The question of cheap and safe railroad 
equipment is as important to the people 
as it is to the corporations, and he has no 
right to say it isan issne between the iron 
interests and the railroad monopolies,

Thus, in the package 
which the publishers have kindly sent 
us, we find “Robert Mackenzie’s 
history of “The Nineteenth Century,’’ price 
15 cents, and two parts of the “Memoirs 
‘‘of Madame de Remusat,” 10 cents each, 
These memoirs are of the most absorbing 
interest, and it is stated that 40,000 copies 
haye been sold in this country. They give 
a new view of the first Napoleon, and pre- 
sent him in a light which, however disap- 
pointing it may be to hero-worshippers, 
shows him to have been avery disagreeable 
person in his domestic affairs, The gossipy 
details which Madame de Remusat gives of 
the inner life of the imperial court aresome- 
thing more than entertaining. We sus- 
pect that when the publishers of the 
Franklin Syuare Library go to make up 
their acconats, the margin of profits will 
be found to.be exceedingly small, for. the 
series is really in the nature of a public 
benefaction. 

Harper & Brothers send us, through J. 
J. & 8S. P. Richards, William Blaikie’s 
excellent little work entitled ‘‘How to Get 
“Strongand Stay So.” The volume is an 
enlargement of an artic'e originally .con- 
tributed to Harper's Magazine, and is en- 
tirely untechnical, a fact which ought 
to commend it to those who would like to 
take rational physical exercises, but who 
have never attempted it. Mr. Blaikie is 
careful to point out that physical labor is 
not exercise of the sort calculated to bring 
strength and endurance, and in treating the 
subject, he begins at the beginning. 

The Messrs. Harper includedin their 
“Half-Hour Series” a selection from the 
poetical writings of Dr. Thomas Dunn 
English, under the title of ‘American Bal- 
‘‘lads.””
